I have just come on from 


San Francisco, where we have organ- 
ized the San Francisco and Tonopah 
mining exchange. "When I left eighty- 
eight of the seats had been sold. The 
charter list of members went in at $50 
each and now they are scrambling 
for membership at $500 per. 
The ex- 


change has secured quarters in the 
Mills building and on the 4th of next 
month the lirst regular call of Tonopah 
stocks will take place. 


"New let me speak of the camp and 


tell you why it is sure to boom. 
It is 


now practically two years old. There 
are at the present time sixty-two in- 
corporated companies operating there. 
Fifty-one shafts are at this moment 
going down to develop the mines at 
depth. 
Tno combined depth of all of 


them is 13,400 feet, the deepest hav- 
ing just reached the 710 foot mark. 
In addition there has been run 10,800 
feet of drifts and crosscuts, making a 
total 
development 
during the two 


yea»-s of 24,200 feet, without counting 
the numerous prospect holes and other 
forms of surface work which has been 
done. 
Careful 
figuring' shows that 


this work has cost, on an average, 
about $50 per foot, making the ag- 
gregate expenditure something more 
than $1,000,000. 
The excessive cost 


per foot is accounted for in the fact 
that transportation charges and other 
costs have been very high on ac- 
count of the camp's remoteness from 
the railroads. There is now employed 
in the mme& of the district a total Ox 
Sl-t men, who receive $4 per day and 
up in wages. 


"The Mizpah vein has now been ex- 


Vlored for a distance of 2SOO feet, every 
inch of the distance being in ore, while 
no less than eighteen other rich gold- 
silver bearing veins, running paialiel 
and at right angles to the Mizpah, 
have also been more or less explored. 
It soems a rather extravagant state- 
ment to make, I know, but I am posi- 
tive that if the developed ore bodies 
of the camp were measured up and 
sampled tomorrow the most conserva- 
tive mining engineer would be forced 
to acknowledge that there is not less 
than $100,000,000 in sight. 
With that 


kind of a showing I fail to see why 
the camp should not boom." 


Judge Van Duzer also called atten- 


tion to the fact that for a radius of 
twenty miles around Tonopah numcr- 


ncv. discoveries and new camps 


were corning to the front, and taken 
altogether he sees the brightest kind 
of a future for that portion of Ne- 
vada. 


In addition to the wonderful growth 


of Tonopah and the regiou about 
it, 


Judge Van Duzer said there was also 
the keenest kind of activity on the fa- 
mous old Comstock lode at Virginia 
City. 
More work is going on there 


than for many yea'rs past. Large cap- 
ital is being invested and the monthly 
output of the mines now exceeds that 
of any camp on the immediate coast.

P^rry as a representative of 
those business men who have furnished the funds and 
contributed in other ways to the success of the Republi- 
can party. 
Parry is familiar with the methods by \\hich

It is hard to think of anything in the way 


-of language more cold-blooded arid brutal than that em- 
ployed by Parry at New Orleans in speaking of labor 
unions. 
On the other hand it is difficult to imagine how 


any political campaign could be put upon a lower moral 
plane than those of 
1S9G 
and 1900 were under Hanna's 


management. The two men seem to be literally "birds of 
ti feather," but as Hanna has been the more prominent of 
the two, probably Parry knows moio about Hanna than 
Hanna does about Parry. 


But, 
the real significance of what Parry said about labor 


unions lies in the fact that he spoke for the Manufactu- 
rers' Association, without the aid of which the Republican 
party can scarcely carry a half-cloven American states. 
The manufacturers feel that they have done enough for 
the Republican party to entitle them to dictate its policy 
on the labor question, while Hanna, who, by a process of 
evolution, has developed into a politician of large ambi- 
tions, understands perfectly that the Republican party has 
far more than paid its debt to the manufacturers, and he 
feels that whatever they may think, they ought not pub- 
licly to express sentiments calculated to injure the party 
with the labor clement. 
It is a nice question of political 


expediency, as well as ethics, and we should be very glad 
to have the discussion proceed.

manage 'local affairs as a separate 
unit. To secure the utmost efficiency 
and economy reason suggests that the 
officials should be chosen for the sole 
purpose of carrying on its affairs.

Not the

their homes here. 
The only argument to be heard in 


favor of mixing in politics is that who- 
ever may fill an office will belong eith- 
er to one party or another. 
And it 


will be impossible for him to act in 
city affairs without reference to his 
political bias. If men are as weak as 
that, an alderman who is a Presbyte- 
rian win try to make the city govern- 
ment religious. If he is a Baptist, he 
will want an ordinance to immerse the 
whole town. If he is a Woodman, he 
will want every voter to saw wood. 
And, if an Eagle, ho will want every- 
body to scream. 
What Reno needs is good 
streets, 


clean 
sewers, strict 
sanitary laws 


and police and fire protection at 
thw 


lowest possible cost. 
Whoever is in 


authority should provide these without 
any regard whatever to aiding either 
the 
democratic 
or 
the 
republican 


county, state or national parties. 


In pursuance of this purpose, a tic- 


ket has been chosen, at a public meet- 
ing to which all w.ero invited and in 
which men of every side took part. 
If the candidates are as good material 
as could be induced to accept office; it 
matters not what politics they pro- 
fess. 
For the duties are in no way 


connected with any political question 
any more than running a sawmill or 
managing a mine would be; so that, if 
they were all from one side and were 
otherwise acceptable, it would be no 
objection. 
But they are 
from 
all 


sides. 
And, when in office, they will 


bo on no side—politically. 


We make no appeal for their elec- 


tion. We set up no standard of fealty 
to a cause. We criticise no voter who 
opposes them or the plan of campaign. 
Neither 
the 
candidates 
nor 
their 


filends have urged their name 
for 


place. 


If the people of Reno choose poli- 


tical rather than business methods no 
one can censute them 
If they pre- 


fer a struggle 
between factions 
to 


neighborly agreement, it is their privi- 
lege. 
That might aid the party in 


power or its managers in other ways, 
taut not 
in administering 
city af- 


fairs 


On the contrary if we have the good 


sense and moral force to rise above 
political bigotry and choose our offi- 
cials solely with 
reference 
to 
their 


capacity for management of affairs, we 
may hope for a better use 
of 
our 


funds, lower taxes and a better gov- 
ernment 
The result will be encourag- 


ing to enterprise, inviting in strangers 
and comforting to the inhabitants. It 
would have a good effect in every 
way^ and Reno woulr] be conspicuous 
among the cities of the land for the 
health, happiness and prosperity of 
its people. When an improvement was 
found neccssruy, it would be indorsed 
by all and half of the people would 
not be driven into opposition because 
it was favored by political opponents. 
One great good would be thai, 
it 


would abolish hot campaigns, disarm 
prejudice, silence the tongue of scan- 
dal, lessen the expenses and encour- 
age decent and competent men to take 
office. It is m line with the best phase 
of American politics today, and there 
is no reason why Reno should not take 
advantage of the opportunity to start 
right and secure a long season of 
healthy growth. 
In all other respects, 


fortune seems to favor her and poli- 
tical wisdom should be invoked to 
combine the elements and aid in up- 
building-.
